Beet Sugar Manufactory. 


The H e r a l d has received a number 
of letters from persons desiring in­ 
formation relative to the adaptation of 
the soil of Los Angeles valley to the 
growth of the sugar beet aud what 
would be the encouragement toward 
the establishment of a beet sugar fac­ 
tory in this city. We, some months 
ago, answered these questions in de­ 
tail, giving such data and facts as we 
could obtain, and will briefly revert to 
tne subject, again. The common beet 
grows to enormous size in this valley 
aud grows all the year round. There 
whs a beet on exhibition at the Dis­ 
trict Fair last Fall which weighed one 
hundred and forty pounds, and we are 
informed that some iiave been grown 
weighing two hundred pounds each. 
A single acre of soil will produce a 
great many tons of the common beet 
at one crop. We do not know that 
the sugar beet has yet been tried here, 
but Mr. W a d s w o r t h , who is the pio­ 
neer sugar beet manufacturer of Cali­ 
fornia aud is better informed as to the 
quality of soil best adapted for grow­ 
ing the beet than any other man in 
the State, gave the soil of this valley 
his careful attention with a view of 
establishing a beet sugar factory here, 
aud the result of his investigations 
were so satisfactory that but for illness 
he would have carried his purpose into 
immediate execution 
This is the best, 
indorsement we can give, and it Is as 
good as need be required as to the 
adaptability of Los Angeles valley soil 
to the growing of the sugar beet. 
About 
the encouragement 
toward 
buildifig a manufactory here, we can 
state 
nothing definite. 
We 
have 
many wealthy citizens, who would no 
doubt-assist this as they have all other 
enterprises established here. If the 
opportunity offered the farmers would 
generally take stock, as nearly all of 
them can grow the sugar beet and the 
factory would thus afford them a ready 
m arket for one of the products of their 
farms. 


The Inspiration ol Music, 


Man is so constituted that all his 
joys do now, and m ust forever, flow 
into his soul through his senses. The 
great map of earth is but a picture, or 
painting, spread out before bis vision, 
from'which his soul drinks in a thou­ 
sand delights from viewing the gor­ 
geous scenery, mingled as it is with 
ten thousand shades and colors. 
And 
while his soul is feasting upon the 
delicate hues of earth’s flowers, they 
are freighting the atmosphere with 
the richest perfumes to enhance his 
joy while he breathes, and through 
the sense of taste all the sweets of 
earth are presenting pleasures to the 
soul. But when all our faculties are 
in perfect health and harmony, there 
is no medium through which pleasure 
is conveyed to the soul with such in­ 
spiring power as through the sense 
of hearing. This sense Is more allied 
to the affections than any other. It 
is this fact that gives to music its 
power. We know th at each affection 
expresses itself by a peculiar tone of 
voice. Sorrow moans and wails; quiet 
and gentle affections flow forth in soft 
and winning harmony; joy is loud aud 
jubilant. Some chords are so plain­ 
tive th at they move us to tears quicker 
than words; indeed, some phases of 
affection can be expressed much more 
fully and clearly by music than by 
words. W hat heart so heavy and dull 
that it does not receive a thrill of de­ 
light under grand harmony of sound ? 
We have seen a whole audience de­ 
lighted, thrilled, inspired and moulded 
into perfect accord by the harmony of 
music. There is a language in music 
that reaches the soul, iufinitely above 
the power of words, which touches 
and vibrates upon the sweetest chords 
of m an’s higher nature. Its effects, 
however, are none the less positive 
and lasting, for iudividuals and fami­ 
lies whose natures are softened aud 
whose thoughts are inspired most by 
the sweet harmony ot music, are more 
congenial aud heavenly in their na­ 
tures than those who are denied this 
source of pleasure. No investment 
compensates parents with richer re­ 
wards than the amount expended in 
m aking their homes vocal with music 
for their children, and corporations 
and communities who tax themselves 


for the erection of public halts or 
parks where free Concerts are given, 
save many tim es the amount expend­ 
ed by preventing crime and refining 
the'society around them. 


John Mitchel. 


J o h n M i t c h e l was born in Dun- 
given, bounty of Derry, Ireland, No­ 
vember 3. 1815. 
His father, who was 
a.Unitaritrn clergyman, gave him the 
beueftt of a classical education* at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated in 1836. 
He commenced 
the practice of the law at Newry, 
where lie remained for six years. At 
the death of T h o m a s D a v is , M i t c h e l 
was called to fill his place as colleague 
o f C h a r l e s G a v i n D u f f y in the Na­ 
tion. 
His articles were so revolution­ 
ary that a prosecution of the Govern­ 
m ent was instituted which resulted in 
his withdrawal from the paper and 
The United Irishman was established 
for him. The boldness of his articles 
caused that journal to he suppressed 
within a few months and its editor 
sentenced to expatriation for the term 
of fourteen years. 
He was placed in 
irons and sent, via Bermuda, to Aus­ 
tralia in 1848 or ’49. 
In July, 1853, 
after relinquishing his parole, Mr. 
M i t c h e l succeeded in getting on 
board a sail vessel bound from Austra­ 
lia to San Francisco. 
In October of 
the same year he arrived In San Fran­ 
cisco, where he was received with 
marked honors by Governor B i g l e r 
aud hundreds of others of the first 
men of the Pacific Coast, who gave 
him a grand banquet at Musical Hall, 
ou the 25th of October, 1853. His sub­ 
sequent history in the United States is 
too well known to require comment. 
He never returned to his native land 
until a few months ago. 
Landing at 
Cork, he proceeded to Tipperary, and 
on the journey he was escorted for 
miles by immense throngs of his 
countrymen on foot, with a band of 
music. 
He had been elected by an 
overwhelming majority to represent 
his district in the British Parliament. 
His claim to a seat in that body had 
been rejected and he was re-elected, 
but had not yet made his appearance 
in the House of Commons, where he 
purposed to have prosecuted his owu 
claim by showing fraud in the decis­ 
ion by which he had been convicted 
of conspiracy in 1848. 
A recent tele­ 
gram brings the sad news of his death. 
It is supposed that the extraordinary 
excitement of the electioneering cam­ 
paign through which he had passed 
hastened his demise. 
He died iu the 
sixtieth year of his age. His life was 
an eventful one, full of excitement 
and well calculated to shatter the 
strongest constitution. 
He left his 
family in limited circumstances, but 
it is believed his grateful countrymen 
will bountifully provide for them.

H a v e 
D one

a r e B e in g O ne 
M o re C h a n c e to F n rc h n a e th e s e D e­ 
s i r a b le L a u d a . 


The second well put down by the 
Land Association at Artesia, has re­ 
sulted in one of the largest, if not the 
largest, flow of w ater In the valley. 
The flow is reported as being nearly 
five inches. H eretofore two and three 
inch wells have been cortsidered very 
strong—sufficient to irrigate a farm of 
eighty acres. 
The well was piped up 
six feet yesterday, and still the w ater 
flowed over a strong two-inch well. 
There are now in the neighborhood 
about thirty flowing wells and four 
sets of hands are at work siuking new 
oues. 
In ail of these operations there 
lias been no failure ; w ater—flowing 
w ater—has been obtained in every 
instance. 
This additional certainty of getting 
a good supply of water for irrigating 
purposes has strengthened the faith of 
the people in the A rtesia settlem ent, 
and has turned the attention of the 
public strongly in th at direction. 
The association lias fulfilled every 
prom ise made and more, too. 
They 
agreed to give ten per cent, of the re­ 
ceipts from the sale of all outside lands 
sold a t the first sale for the erection of 
a fine school house. This school house 
fund th u s far am ounts to but about 
$2,000, and yet the association have in 
process of erection a fine school house 
edifice, which will cost over $4,000 and 
have also donated 
two town lots, 
which are worth $300 more. They put 
down a tine artesian well on the public 
plaza and have donated it anil the 
plaza to the public. 
They have car­ 
ried persons seeking homes from Los 
Angeles to A rtesia and back free of 
charge and fed them while there. 
They have done a good work for Los 
Angeles county by bringing into no­ 
tice one of the finest tracts of land in 
the entire valley and selling it to ac­ 
tual settlers. 
The result of this m ovem ent will be 
a very rich settlem ent of industrious 
farm ers and a good village w ith a 
school bouse second to noue iu the 
county 
and 
consequently a good 
school. 
•' 
One more chance will be given the 
f 
iublic to secure homes in Artesia. No 
ands are being sold by the association 
at private sale, although daily appli­ 
cations are being made. 
VVheii we take into consideration 
tiie fact that farm ing lands in the 
Eastern States are w orth from $50 to 
$200 per acre and even moTe, and that 
one acre at A rtesia will produce more 
than tw o or even three acres in the 
State of New York, people need not 
be afraid of paying too high prices for 
good irrigable lands here in Los A nge­ 
les at th e prices now in vogue.

HOTEL ARRIVALS. 


The Eucalyptus, or A ustralian Gum, 
is probably the most-singular tree that 
grows in our latitude. W e yesterday 
visited Judge W idney’s placee and 
saw som e evidences of its grow th and 
character which are really marvelous, 
and can hardly be believed w ithout 
oracular dem onstration. Trees which 
now stand twenty feet high and are 
five Inches in diarootor 
*u - 
the Judge assures us were planted one 
year ago, and, at th at tim e were only 
little sprouts about a foot high. 
W e 
saw a num ber of boxes in w hich the 
Eucalyptus seeds were being sprouted 
for th e 
Forest Grove 
Association. 
W hen first peering above the ground, 
the little sprouts have every resem ­ 
blance to a bed of radishes, the stems 
being slender as needles, w ith m ere 
dots of leaves upon them . 
Looking 
at one of these fragile plants, it is 
hard to picture it two years hence the 
lofty tree w ith solid trunk and spread­ 
ing branches. 
The Forest Grove As­ 
sociation have now some three hun­ 
dred of these boxes sprouting, and 
from them expect to raise several hun­ 
dred thousand trees on their grounds 
in Los Nietos. The trees will be of 
sufficient size in four years to be valu­ 
able for tim ber or for m anufacturing 
purposes. The wood is solid, close- 
grained and exceedingly tough, sus­ 
ceptible, we believe, of receiving a 
high polish and in every way adapted 
to the m anufacture of furniture or 
like 
uses. 
Besides 
this, 
it 
is 
thought th at a new 
virtue 
has 
been discovered in this tree, which 
will m ake it even more valuable and 
in better demand. 
W e refer to its use 
for piles in our harbor-docks. 
The 
best tim ber now used for th at purpose 
will hardly w ithstand the action of the 
elem ents and water insects longer 
than four years. 
The toredo, a little 
worm of destructive proclivities, bores 
into th e piles and honey-combs them 
for the whole length below the water 
line; barnacles prey upon them , decay 
is hastened by these causes, and the 
f 
ilies are soon rendered unsafe, requir- 
ng a renewal throughout. 
Practical 
tests have shown th at the eucalyp­ 
tus is entirely free from these destroy­ 
ing effects. 
The wood is alm ost ex­ 
em pt from decay and insects do not 
touch it. If it can thus be utilized iu 
constructing a w harf which w ill out­ 
last th e pine or redwood for even a few 
years, the discovery will be worth 
m illions. Altogether, th e eucalyptus 
is a wonderful tree, and its m erits yet 
to be made known to commerce will 
place it in the front rank for intrinsic 
value.
